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Among  the  papers  of  my  sister-in-law,  Florence  M.  Warwick, 
there  were  found  a  few  genealogical  notes  of  the  Warwick  family, 
taken  for  the  most  part  from  the  Amherst  County  records.  Those 
notes  do  not  carry  us  very  far,  but  such  as  they  are  they  have 
interested  me,  and  with  certain  additions  which  I  have  been  able 
to  make,  I  am  putting  them  in  this  form,  thinking  that  when  the 
younger  members  of  the  family,  children  and  grand-children,  begin 
to  ask,  as  they  surely  will,  “From  whence  do  we  come?”  they  may 
find  here  the  answer,  in  part  at  least. 

The  record  of  the  beginnings  of  the  family  is  not  as  complete 
and  sure  as  I  could  wish  it  were,  but  perhaps  some  future  searcher 
will  give  us  more  light  on  that.  The  family  is  an  important  one 
in  Virginia  and  might  well  be  the  subject  of  a  more  extended  study. 
It  has  been  my  purpose  to  trace  only  the  one  line.  Many  of  the 
dates  have  been  taken  from  the  family  Bible  now  in  the  possession 
of  F.  Virginia  Warwick  of  Richmond,  and  many  others  from  a 
little  Illuminated  Scripture  Text  Book,  which  belonged  to  Mrs. 
William  B.  Warwick,  and  in  which  she  had  carefully  recorded 
many  interesting  family  events.

NOTES  ON  SOME  OF  THE 


WARWICKS  OF  VIRGINIA 

As  is  the  case  with  so  many  of  our  English  surnames  there  is  a 
wide  variation  in  the  spelling  of  the  name  Warwick.  It  is  usually 
Warwick ,  quite  often  Warrick ,  and  occasionally,  Warzvicke ,  War- 
ick,  Warrick,  Warricke,  Worwick,  and  perhaps  Wyrick  is  still 
another  form.  If  we  consult  the  ancient  records  of  England  we 
shall  find  that  that  is  hardly  half  the  story.  There  is  an  amazing 
individualism  displayed  there,  and  not  a  little  ingenuity.  One 
wonders  how  even  the  worst  of  spellers  could  ever  have  arrived 
where  some  did.  The  generally  accepted  form  to-day  is 
Warwick. 

From  whence  did  the  family  come?  From  England.  It  is  a 
fairly  common  name  in  Northamptonshire,  and  it  will  be  found 
in  the  adjoining  shires  of  Warwick  and  Buckingham,  also  in  sev¬ 
eral  other  counties. 

In  the  Virginia  Land  Office  records  the  general  index  from 
1623  to  1774  shows  that  four  grants  were  issued  to  Warwicks, 
the  first  to  Thomas  Warrick,  of  Middlesex  County  in  1664 
described  as  “200  acs.  in  Rappa.  Riv.,  upon  the  head  of  Parratts 
Cr.  where  the  Cr.  divides  itself  into  branches”  ;*  the  second,  to 
Thomas  Warwick,  of  the  same  County,  in  1674,  for  importing 
eight  persons,  presumably  the  same  Thomas;  the  third,  to  John 
Warrick,  of  Surrey  County,  in  1703,  and  the  fourth,  to  Abraham 
Warwick,  of  Amherst  County,  in  1774,  and  again  in  1780.  Quite 
a  number  are  listed  from  1779  to  1803.  As  the  name  Warwick 
does  not  appear  in  George  Cabell  Greer’s  list  of  Early  Virginia 
Immigrants,  1623  to  1666,  it  is  a  reasonable  assumption  that  this 
Thomas  Warwick  of  Middlesex  County  is  the  first  of  the  name 
in  Virginia.  To  Middlesex  County,  therefore,  we  may  look  for 
the  earliest  records  of  the  family  in  Virginia. 

There  were  Warwicks  very  early  in  Maine  and  Massachusetts, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  Warwicks  in  Maine  were  the  first  in  this

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country.  They  were  there  about  1636.  I  am  speaking  now  simply 
of  those  who  bore  the  name,  without  any  regard  to  their  particular 
line. 

In  the  Parish  Records  of  Christ  Church,  Middlesex  County, 
Va.,  published  by  the  Colonial  Dames  of  Virginia,  there  are  many 
entries  under  the  name  of  Warwick,  which  would  indicate  that 
the  family  was  prominent  and  numerous  in  that  county  and  parish. 

The  old  vestry  book  of  the  parish  has  also  been  published,  and 
from  it  we  learn  that  Thomas  Warwick’s  name  first  appears  in  the 
list  of  those  present  at  a  vestry  meeting  held  21  November  1670. 
There  is  no  mention  of  his  election  at  any  previous  meeting. 

The  second  reference  is  at  the  meeting  of  3  May  1671,  at  which 
he  is  appointed  to  act  as  Church  Warden  "for  ye  uper  chap’l.”  and 
is  directed  “to  go  before  Col.  Corbin  and  be  sworne.”  The  only 
other  reference  to  him  is  at  the  meeting  of  7  November  1671, 
at  which  he  is  relieved  of  the  wardenship  and  one  Nicholas  Cock 
appointed  in  his  stead. 

This  vestry  book  contains  references  to  certain  other  Warwicks, 
but  what  kin  they  were  to  Thomas  the  records  do  not  indicate. 
Under  date  18  November  1706,  the  vestry  ordered  Richard  War¬ 
wick  to  be  paid  1000  lbs.  tobacco  “for  keeping  of  a  bastard  child” 
left  in  the  parish,*  and  under  date  13  November  1707,  the  vestry 
ordered  him  to  be  paid  500  lbs.  tobacco  for  the  same  service. 

Under  date  12  October  1738,  the  vestry  ordered  that  Philip 
Warwick  be  paid  10  lbs.  tobacco  “out  of  the  depo,”  whatever  that 
may  mean. 

Under  date  14  September  1763,  the  vestry  ordered  George  War¬ 
wick  and  another  man  “to  procession  every  persons  land  (within 
a  specified  area),  beginning  the  procession  the  4th  Tuesday  in 
December  and  finish  the  same  by  the  last  day  of  March  next.” 

Under  date  1  July  1767  the  vestry  ordered  him  and  another  man 
“to  procession  every  persons  land  (within  specified  limits)  begin¬ 
ning  the  procession  the  2nd  Tuesday  in  October  and  finish  the 
same  by  the  last  Tuesday  in  March  next.” 

This  same  meeting  has  an  entry,  in  which  George  Warwick  is 
described  as  a  “freeholder,”  in  which  penalties  are  laid  down  for 
persons  who  will  not  let  him  procession  their  land.

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To  “procession”  land,  meant  to  renew  the  landmarks  from  time 
to  time  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  taxes. 

As  I  have  said,  there  are  numerous  entries  under  the  name  of 
Warwick  in  the  Parish  Register  of  Christ  Church,  Middlesex 
County,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  sort  them  out  and  arrange  them 
in  a  genealogical  line  which  would  be  at  all  reliable.  There  must  be 
confirmation  from  other  sources,  if  such  sources  exist,  before  that 
can  be  done. 

However,  the  line  begins  to  assume  definite  shape  with  Philip 
and  Thomas  Warwick,  but  what  relation  they  bear  to  the  first 
Thomas  who  received  his  land  grant  in  1664,  is  not  clear.  A  rea¬ 
sonable  conjecture  might  make  them  his  grandsons,  possibly  his 
sons. 

Taking  the  names  now  from  the  Parish  Records  of  Christ 
Church,  and  arranging  them  in  genealogical  order,  we  have  this 

result —

(There  is  the  entry  of  Penelope  Chany,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary 
Warwick,  baptized  October  7,  1705.  This  might  indicate  that  there  was 
either  another  Thomas,  or  that  this  Thomas  had  a  former  wife  also  named 
Mary.) 


The  date  of  death  of  Thomas  Warwick  is  not  given,  but  in  the 
Middlesex  County  Will  Book  is  the  inventory  of  the  estate  of 
Thomas  Warwick,  dated  August  28,  1718,  recorded  October  7, 
1718,  presumably  this  Thomas

Twyman,  married  John  Warwick,  son  of  Thomas  Warwick,  March  8,  1735. 

Agatha  Buford  Twyman  Warwick’s  third  husband  was  John  Lee.  She 
outlived  him,  being  80  years  old  when  she  died.

Buford  Twyman,  March  8,  1735;  died  March  4,  1744.

Abraham3  Warwick,  married  Amy  Campbell,  who  was  born 
March  28,  1743,  and  who  died  about  1843.  In  that  year  her  dower 
estate  was  wound  up. 

Abraham  Warwick  was  born  in  Middlesex  County,  Ya.  His 
father  died  while  he  was  “an  infant.”  Shortly  after  his  marriage 
he  moved  from  Middlesex  County  to  Amherst  County,  and  settled 
under  the  foot  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountain,  and  later  moved  to  the 
Gap  in  the  same  County,  where  he  kept  a  tavern.  Upon  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  this  he  purchased  Mount  Jury. 

He  was  highly  esteemed  in  the  County,  a  man  of  education  and 
of  property.  In  the  Amherst  County  records  there  are  references 
to  his  purchase  and  sale  of  land,  both  as  a  bachelor  and  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Amy  his  wife.  There  were  Warwicks  who  had  land  on 
Piney  River,  the  dividing  line  between  Amherst  and  '■Nelson 
Counties.  The  census  of  1783  shows  that  there  were  nine  whites 
and  seven  blacks  in  his  family. 

It  is  said  of  him  that  he  used  to  utter  the  words,  “I  thank  God 
that  no  man  can  call  me  brother,”  which  may  be  interpreted  to 
mean  that  he  was  an  only  son,  which  apparently  he  was,  and  that 
also,  for  some  reason,  he  had  acquired  a  poor  opinion  of  brothers. 

Amy  his  wife  lived  to  a  very  great  age,  being  about  101  years  old 
when  she  died.  She  was  a  sturdy,  independent  old  lady,  keeping 


. 
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house  for  herself  to  the  very  last.  For  fifty  years  she  had  never 
been  ill,  and  so  one  day  when  she  said  to  the  servant,  “I  am  tired 
out,  I  am  going  to  rest,”  the  servant  became  alarmed,  and  ran 
for  orte  of  her  sons  who  lived  near  by,  but  when  they  returned 
the  old  lady  had  “gone  to  rest.”  References  to  her  will  be  found 
in  Mrs.  Margaret  Couch  Cabell’s  “Sketches  and  Recollections  of 
Lynchburg,  Va.”

Sallie,  born  March  26,  1769;  married  Zacharias  Taliaferro. 

Elizabeth,  born  March  3,  1770;  married  James  Wills,  Jr.,  October  3,

John,*  born  September  19,  1775;  married  Polly  Powell,  May  26,  1803. 
They  had  one  son,  Henry  D.,  who  died  without  issue. 

Daniel,  born  April  13,  1778;  married  Sallie  Paterson,  and  lived  in 
Richmond,  Va. ;  died  April  1,  1861. 

Abraham  Beaufort,  born  September  4,  1780;  married  Joyce  R. 
Esher,  had  10  children,  4  of  whom  lived  and  married.  He  lived  in 
Amherst,  Va. 

William  Sidney4  Warwick,  born  April  26,  1765;  married, 
first,  Sarah  Barksdale,  January  21,  1784.  She  died  September  15, 
1801.  He  dropped  the  name  Sidney. 

William  Warwick  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Lynchburg,  Va., 
and  when  the  Exchange  Bank  was  organised  in  1814  he  was  made 
one  of  the  Directors.  His  first  wife,  Sarah,  was  buried  in  the  yard 
attached  to  the  residence  of  H.  Dunnington,  Esq.,  which  at  the 
time  of  her  death,  was  the  only  burying  ground  in  Lynchburg. 
This  information  is  given  in  Mrs.  Cabell’s  book,  published  in  1S58. 
When  the  new  cemetery  was  laid  out  many  of  the  bodies  were 
removed  to  it.  Mrs.  Warwick’s  was  not  at  first,  but  whether  it 
was  later  I  am  not  able  to  say.

In  William  D.  Washington’s  painting,  “The  Burial  of  Latane,” 
which  was  inspired  by  John  F.  Thompson’s  poem  bearing  that  title, 
and  which  is  known  to  us  only  through  the  familiar  engraving, 
for  the  original  painting  has  been  lost,  certain  Richmond  ladies 
posed  for  the  figures.  One  of  the  little  girls  was  Imogene  War¬ 
wick.*  She  married  Charles  E.  Bolling.  Her  death  occurred  July 
18,  1879. 

Bradfute  was  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the  Confederate  States 
Army,  and  died  in  1862,  from  wounds  received  at  the  battle  of 
Gaines  Mill. 

Frances  A.,  born  February  14,  1793;  died  July  14,  1853. 

Abraham,5  born  September  29,  1794;  died  August  25,  1874. 

Sarah  Barksdale,  born  November  17,  1796;  married,  first,  Mr.  Thomp¬ 
son,  February  17,  1818;  second,  Mr.  Scott;  died  in  Dinwiddie  Co., 
December  20,  1883. 

John  Marshall,  born  March  16,  1799;  married  Caroline  Norvell ;  died

Abraham  (now  Abram)5  Warwick,  born  September  29,  1794; 
died  August  25,  1874.  He  married  Sally  Magee  Chevallie,  Febru¬ 
ary  13,  1834.  She  was  born  October  9,  1816;  died  June  15,  1846. 

Abram  Warwick  was  a  universally  respected  and  esteemed  citi¬ 
zen  of  Richmond,  Va.,  being  prominent  in  the  commercial  life  of 
that  city,  as  well  as  in  its  social  life.  For  nearly  half  a  century 
he  was  identified  with  the  milling  interests  of  Richmond,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  had  been  for  many  years  owner,  or  part  owner, 
of  the  renowned  Gallego  Mills.*  He  was  a  member  of  the  Corn 
and  Flour  Exchange  of  Richmond.  In  1812  he  belonged  to  the 
famous  R.  L.  I.  Blues.  Fie  was  one  of  twenty-three  who  signed 
the  bail  bond  of  Jefferson  Davis  for  $100,000,  Horace  Greeley, 
Gerit  Smith,  and  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  all  Abolitionists,  being 
some  of  the  others. 

*  Established  in  1786  by  Joseph  Gallego,  a  native  of  Spain,  and  were  the  largest  of 
their  kind  before  the  war.  They  were  burned,  and  rebuilt  by  Messrs.  Warwick  and 
Barksdale.

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His  home  was  at  the  corner  of  Grace  and  Fifth  streets,  in  a 
substantial  brick  house  which  he  built  for  himself  in  the  middle 
forties  of  the  last  century.  It  occupied  the  site  of  a  frame  hous£ 
'which  at  one  time  was  the  home  of  Chancellor  George  Wythe, 
one  of  the  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  from  Vir¬ 
ginia.  The  Warwick  house  was  removed  in  1932  to  make  way 
for  business.*  In  the  winter  of  1863,  Clay  Hill,  Amelia  Co., 
home  of  W.  J.  Barksdale  burned.  The  Warwick  chest  of  silver 
sent  there  the  year  before  for  safe  keeping  from  the  Union  soldiers 
was  destroyed. 

There  is  in  my  possession  a  manuscript  note,  apparently  a  copy, 
which  explains  the  picture  accompanying  it.  It  reads  as  follows: 

“For  my  grand  Daughter  Sally  M.  Warwick.  The  Miniature 
Picture  in  this  Pocket-Book  is  that  of  her  Grand  Mother  Sally 
Magee. 

She  was  born  in  Philadelphia  the  28th  August  1766,  her  father 
was  Capt  Alexander  Magee,  her  mother  Mary  Rivers. 

She  was  married  in  Richmond  the  3d  Jan.  1790  to  Jean  Auguste 
Marie  Chevallie.  Born  at  Rochefort  in  France  the  26th  May 
1765  from  Pierre  Francois  Chevallie  &  Jeanne  Esther  Chariot. 

On  the  15th  May  1791  she  had  a  child  in  New  York,  Peter 
Joseph  Chevallie  &  died  the  20th  of  the  same  month.  Her 
remains  were  deposited  in  Trinity  Church  Burying  Ground, 
regretted  by  all  who  had  the  happiness  to  know  her.  Our 
heavenly  father  having  given  her  the  purity  of  an  Angel,  called 
her  so  very  young  &  lamented  to  his  divine  Bosom.f 

Richmond  April  4th  1838 

J.  A.  Chevallie.” 

On  the  back  of  the  manuscript  quoted  above  is  the  following 
note : — “The  picture  of  Sally  Magee  Chevallie  is  photographed 
from  the  little  miniature  her  husband  referred  to,  and  that  of  J.  A. 
Chevallie  is  a  copper-plate  engraving  of  St.  Memin.”  Both  of 
these  photographs  are  in  my  possession. 

From  this  biographical  notice,  copied  from  “The  St.  Memin 
Collection  of  Portraits,”  we  learn  something  about  John  A. 
Chevallie.

He  was  a  gentleman  of  the 
most  scrupulous  politeness,  of  fine  literary  attainments,  and  of 
extensive  and  varied  information.  He  was  brought  up  in  the 
ante-revolutionary  day  of  French  society,  and  his  manners  con¬ 
formed  to  it.  He  came  to  this  country  as  the  Agent  of  the  cele¬ 
brated  Beaumarchais,  who  furnished  a  large  quantity  of  arms  to 
the  U.  S.  during  the  Revolutionary  war.”  -  tT 4  ntj 
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Peter  Joseph  Chevallie,  whose  birth  May  15,  1791,  is  described 
above,  was  the  father  of  Sally  Magee,*  who  married  Abram  War¬ 
wick.  Her  mother’s  name  was  Elizabeth  Green  Gilliam,  who  died 
August  26,  1865.  Her  father  died  February  21,  1837.
